vite the European o1 Foreign com- 
munity to illuminato their premises 
in honour of. the visit of the Royal 
Princes on the eveningof December 
It was also decided to give a 
public subscription ball, to which 
the officers of the Detached Squadron, 
as well as of all men-of-war in the 
harbour, and the ‘officers of the Gar- 
rison would be invited. The action, 
or rather inaction ‘of the Reception 
Committee, will hardly commend it- 
self to the general body. of the com- 
munity. "However, without in any 


-dents who’ intended’ to 


way wishing to appear captious or 
invidious, we cannot help expressing 
our opinion that the gentlemen ap- 
pointed at the public meeting held 
on November 11th, to represent the 
community in affording & public re- 
. ception, and providing ‘public enter- 
tainment and amusement for their 
Royal Highuesses, on the occasion of 
. their visit to Hongkong, would ap- 
pear to have ‘greatly misunderstood 
' their powers. We may be in error, 
but our impression is that these gen- 
tlemen were. appointed to carry out 
‘the necessary arrangements for a. 
public reception, and other public 
entertainments to the Princes. It 
has been decided by Admiral Earl 
Clanwilliam that his’ young officers 
will not be permitted to take any pro- 
‘minent part in cerenionials’ of the 
character proposed. There will be 
‘no public’ reception, therefore the 
Reception Committee ipso Sacto ‘has 
ceased to exist, 

The Chinese: residents: have: ap- 
:+ parently made. up their minds to. 
carry’ out their ..programme of 
illuminations, and most extensive 
preparations are now in progress 
throughout the colony. ‘The Govern. 
ment would also appear to be laying 
out a portion of the $10,000 grant 
in decorative art in various public 
places. Surely with these precedents 
-the Reception Committeo, if they 
wished to do anything at all, might 
something 
merely issuing a general invitation 
to the foreign resi pals to illuminate 


their premises on: December 24th. 
This was of course well intended, but 
it was surely a work of supererogation 
to invite residents to illuminate their 
premises when it might “have been 
perfectly well"Rnown that such invi- 


‘tation could have no appreciable effect

their premises required no invitation 
from the Reception Committeo3 
those who had no intention of illu- 


either one way or the other.

sidents? ‘Thoir policy has through- 
out'been characterised by a painful 
indecision quite unworthy of business 
men. In the first place they sketched 
out an elaborate programme without 
taking the troubie’to ascertain: from 
Earl Clanwilliam whether the prin- 
cipal actors would-be permitted to 
undertake their separate rdles. In 
the second place, after actually com- 
mencing operations, they petulantly 
abandoned the same on receipt of in- | 
telligence that the Admiral declined 
to permit the young midshipmen to 
take a prominent part in any public 
ceremonials. And now, when it is 
well understood that Princes Albert 
Victor and George will actually spend 


‘close upon a fortnight i in Hongkong, 


and during that time “take part 
heartily inany entertainments which 
may be provided for them—always 
on the distinct understanding that 
besides being sons of H.R.id. the 
Prince of Wales they are not to lose 
their identity as junior officers in 
the British Navy—the Committee 
are’ contented with merely issuing 
an invitation to the foreign. com- 
munity to illuminate their residences 
‘on Christmas Eve. 

A public subscription ball will be 
given —under whose auspices we are 
noc in & position tosay—but we can- 
not doubt that it will prove a success, 
The entire support of the commypnity 
may be safely relied on in this :de- 
monstration in honor of our Royal vi- 
sitors, for asit is not a usual custom to 
give a public subscription entertain- 
ment specially out of courtesy to tie 
officers of any squadron which may 
happen to be in the harbour, this 
ball’ will be generally ‘regarded -as, 
and practically will be a ball in honor 
of the Princes.’ According to recent 
arrangements the squadron. will be 
here on or before the 20th instant. 
Government House, will as a matter 
of course be the head-quarters of Her 
Majesty’s graudsons. Hlaborate pre- 
parations ‘havo been made for their 


reception, and His Excellency and |. 


Lady: Hennessy have already is- 
sued invitations for a grand ball 
to be held in their honour. A 


levee will also be held by the Go- 
‘vernor, in which the Princes will bear 


& conspicuous part. There can be no 
doubt that their Royal Highnesses 
will attend all the entertainments 
provided for their amusement, and we 
should not be at all surprised if the 
Admiral permitted them to receive 
formal addrésses of’ welcome from 
delegates representing the various 
nationalities’ forming our thoroughly 
cosmopolitan community. 
Foreign, Parsee, and Chinese elements 
are anxigng to. show their loyalty and 
-devotion to the Crown by an adherence 
to this old fashioned, ‘and somewhat 
ludicrous custom, a fitting oppdrtu- 
nity: will doubtless: beafforded them. 
“We: would. only: ask the orators to

‘The only Japanose, or 
as we should now probably say Nippon- 
ese, romaining in Peking will be those 
of the diplomatic service, which too has 
boen stripped of all supernumerary 
wembers. Japan in this respect seems - 
imitating China, in withdrawing hor 
educational students. The Japanese 


‘come to study the spoken mandarin 


only, as they. have a perfectly good 
knowledge of the written character in 


their own country, China bas nothing 


in the way of svionce to teach the 
Japaneso.. 

There was a severe earthquako, in 
the district of Kanchou in Kansuh, on 
the' 25th day of the 6th moos (July 
10th.) Of men, women and children 
forty-two were killed and twenty-seven 
injured ; of animals over one hundred 
were killed, and of houses one hundred 
and twenty apartmonts, or chiens At 
another place, called Chieh.chou, two 
hundred and forty-seven wore killed, 
including men, women, and children ; 
one hundred injured, a large namber of 
houses destroyed, and thrée hundred | 
animals killed. This was followed in 
the 7th moon, on the 8rd, 4th, and 7th 
days by a.dreadful downponr of rain,
